the eſtabliſhment of the Hoſpital, ; No ſooner was the Houſe inhabited, and 
rules and orders framed for it's management, than we find apprentices within 
its walls; and their UTILITY declared by the Founders themſelves. By what 
appellation the perſons who inſtruQted them, were diſtinguiſhed, is perfectly 
immaterial. It is the INSTITUTION of APPRENTICEs for which we contend, 
as ſpringing up out of the charter, and growing together with the eſtabliſhmenr. 
The governors are bound by a covenant. in the -indenture, to ſet up certain 
ARTS and WORKS, in which they alſo covenant to tram and educate youth, 
Now it is impoſſible to train and educate youth to any profitable occupation or 
ſcience, without attaching them to a maſter, in ſome way or other, for a cer- 
tain number of years. And it will be difficult to ſay how that can . 


legally and effectually without binding them apprentices. We are told,

But let us endeavour to trace the origin of the ARTMASTER. In the decla- 
ration of the ſuit made to king Edward's council (e), previous to the grant of the 
charter, the citizens of London point out, and enumerate the different oxDINARY 
OFFICERS, Which they propoſe for the ſervice of the intended Hoſpital, Theſe 
were;

I ſhould think, not only to 
make and work © ſuch ſtock of wares and ſtuff as ſhould be delivered to them,” 
but alſo. to employ ſuch of the poor received into Bridewell, as Were more in- 
genious and tractable than the “ yagabonds,” who were ſet to © taſks” in the 


mill-houſe and the bake - houſe, and particularly, I alſo conjecture, to inſtruct 


the children brought up and grown to years,” who ſhould be received into the 
houſe, that is, the AryRENTICES. Though poor, it was expected that theſe 
artificers ſhould be of reſpectable character; men of honeſt life and upright 
dealing, and able to give ſurety to the treaſurer, for the ſtock delivered to them. 


The above conjefture is ſtrengthened by the fimilariry of circumſtances in 


which the pinners are found in the year 1597, who, are ſtiled on the $th of 


February, the artmaſlers of the pinners, and on the 25th the workmaffers of the 
Pinner. It is true they did not prove themſelves men of upright dealing, for 


they were diſhoneſt, and were diſmiſſed: but they had goods delivered to them, 
for which they were required to account to the treaſurer; they were artificers, 
and they had a certain number of le placed with them, io be Tallrolled bn. the 
art of making pins. _ 

The author of the Comfiderations affirms (p. 18.) 0 1 is . * A 
forty years immediately after the charter was obtained, the hoſpital was con- 
ducted upon its original plan, under the fuper-intendency of TA8KMASTERS 
and TASRMISTRESSES,\ inſpected and controlled by the governors.”

' 8PIRIT now operating over the world, which prompts men to deſpiſe and ſet 
at nought all eſtabliſhments derived from their fathers, and ſanctioned by the 


wiſdom of ages, we ſhall be the more cautious that we do not, by any fault or 


error of our own, give ſupport and countenance to doctrines of fo dangerous 
experiment. If the great changes that have taken place in trade and commerce 
ſhould make it proper to adopt ſome improvements in the mode of training 
to labour and induſtry the youth whom we are bound to receive, the wiſdom 
of the charter gives ample powers to modify the inſtitution according to the 
preſent ſtate of things.
